Mr. Kendall answered promptly, and 
his answer is one nf the .-trongest and nn»t 
overwhelming arguments against tbe mis. hicv - 
out and preposterous clsim of ■ Stale to se- 
cede that we have ever read.

He was familiar with all 
of tbc old chieftain's views and feelings and 
purposes. It is especially for this reason that

prcssion of opinion in favor of the right of a 
State to secede at pleasure from the I'nion, 
and it is especially for this reason that Mr. K.'s 
powcrfil letter combating the idea of there- 
of such a right wi 11 command the ] ro- 
of all the patriotic statesmen 
of our country . Every paragraph of hi* letter 
is eloquent with tbe tone* that sis>ke in Jack- 
son's great proclamation. 



tbe Constitution itself expressly empowers 
Congress to "provide for calling forth the 
militia to execute tho laws of the Union, sup- 
press insurrettions. and icpcl invasion*." and, 
after directing that the militia when called 
into the service of tbe Union shall be placed 
under tbc command of tbe President, express- 
ly enjoim him to "take rare that tbe law s to 
faithfully executed. " A government, indeed, 
that - on 1,1 not legitimately put forth the arm 
of it* military power for its own preservation 
would be a pitiful anomaly in the history of 
nations and of organized things of every othor 
description. Our government If, no such su- 
perlative absurdity as that. At all events Mr. 
Everett docs not believe that it is. 

Nevertheless, it is at the sani" time pci fei tly 
obvious, as a simple matter ot' fad, that the 
L'niou cannot be maintained by "the military 
po-ver of tbe Federal Government," if the 
"Federal Government ' shall be wielded exclu- 
sively by one section against the other in a 
state of concerted and determined revolt; which 
is equivalent only to saying that tbe govern- 
ment must sink More the right of revolution 
w in never the right sbull be aascTtcd with suffi- 
cient might, as it probably will be whenever 
the moral "basis" of tlie Confederacy is de. 
atroyed, and its "vital principle'' has fled - 
Tlii* Mr. Everttt doubtless believes, and. in 
common with even- other sane person, wr con- 
cur with bim in the belief. This be nnques- 
tionably asserts in the Yeoman's extract from 
hi- letter of acceptance-, and he assorts therein 
nothing forth, r. The right of accession, and 
the n^bt of the National Government to sup- 
pp <. .f. r>,ion. sr.- not alluded to yi theextract; 
tbey were clearly not present t" his conscious- 
ncss when he wrote the passage. He was 
not thiuking of theories «i »H, but of stern 
facts; he was considering the physical limits 
of the Federal power, not iu constitutional 
ones. He dcsi,nied simply to express the opin- 
ion that if ever one entire section of the Union 
sboubi determine on s'.-<-seion the National 
Government in tbe hand* of the other section 
couldn't prevent the act of destruction: and be 
did express simply this opinion, and uo othor. 
Tbe Yeoman's assumption that be affirms the 
rirht of secession and denies the tight of s-tip- 
pression is merely a piece ol characteristic 
craft that we should have overlooked altogether 
but for the uuexpectod confession it involves, 
which is considerably more noticeable than the 
i rait itsclL 

According to ihc Yeoman, Mr. Douglas "de- 
nies that the Southern Stales can secede for 
any cause, and says if they attempt to do so 
tbey arc guilty of rebellion, and that he is 
ready to aid the Federal Government in dealiug 
with them at traitors." We presume the Yeo- 
man here inadvertently substitutes States for 
individuals, whom alone Mr. Douglas with 
some emphasis bold* responsible for rebellion. 
"Mr. Everett," adds th'i Yeoman, "responds 
in a very different spirit." And the Yeoman 
proceeds to applaud "Mr. Everett's proposi- 
tion," thus construed, as "lull and clear," de- 
claring that it "stands in hold contrast to tbe 
demagoguery ol Douglas. " which, the Yeoman 
confesses, assert* ' a theory which puts lo flight 
every idea of self-government. Slate sovereign- 
ty, and rivil liberty. ' Now, although "Mr. 
Everett's pro|iosition" is not really conceived 
"in a very different spirit" or in a spirit differ- 
ent at all from Mr. Douglas's response to the 
Norfolk questions, although that "proposition" 
d.«-s not stand "in Isdd contrast" or any other 
sort of contrast to what the Yeoman w ith equal 
elegance ami justice terms "the demagoguery 
of Douglas," still the Yeoman insists that it 
docs, and, thus construing tbe "proposition," 
approves it, uud condemns Douglas's esponse as 
totallv inci insistent with ibe fundamental rights 
of the |a*q>le. In other words, tbc Ytomandia- 
tinctly affirms the light of secession, and de- 
nies just as distinctly that the cilueiis of a State 
exercising this right are amenable to the laws 
of the I nion. Here certainly is a develop- 
ment. The central organ <•! the Yaucey- 
Bn-ckinridge Democracy even of Kentucky has 
at length summoned daring enough to avow in 
a roundabout yet unmistakable way that if 
in the event of Lincoln's election six weeks 
hence the people of any State shall think prop- 
er to secede from the I'nion they may do so 
without the slightest infraction of the Consti- 
tution or the smallest responsibility lo the Na- 
tional Government. Yes, one of the devoted 
personal as well as political organs of John C. 
Breckinridge proclaims all toit right under his 
eye universal license to revolt and a free char- 
ter to Disunion. 

We scarcely know whether lo Is- astonished 
or not at this singular development. It is lit- 
tle prrha|* in it-clf. but it may easily imply or 
foreshadow a < asl deal. What is its real con- 
sequent ? "We commend," says tbe Yeo- 
man, referring to Mr. Everett, ''the quotation 
made from his letter of acceptance to the con. 
si'leration of the editor of the Louisville Jour- 
nal, w ho for the last three weeks has beencrazed 
with the desire of hearing answers to the Nor- 
folk questions." Are wc to understand from 
tb>s |s.intcl commendation that the "answers'' 
the Yeoman so inexcusably see* and so thor- 
oughly sanctions in the "quotation"' are the 
"answers" also of the Yeoman'- candidate for 
the Presidency? Docs the Yeoman refer tis to 
the "quotation," as interpreted by tbe Yeo- 
man itself, for John C. Breckinridge's "an- 
swers" to the Norfolk questions? Is this the 
Yeoman's meaning? If not, what ia? Will 
the Yeoman liavc the goodness to tell ns ex 
plieitly, whether, in condemning Mr. Douglas's I 
answer to the Norfolk questions and approving 
the opposite- answer, ami in commending the 
whole proceeding to our consideration after the 
fashion above, it would be understood as speak- 
ing for Mr. Breckinridge or not?
